In order to accomplisu 
this, however, it will require the 
united effort of our people, for one 
man hanging back and throwing 
cold water on the proposition can 
hamper and hinder what ten men 
ean accomplish, so let us all put a 
‘shoulder to the wheel and assist 
the Board in every way possible.

Another important meeting of the 
Board of Directors of the State Board 
of Trade was held Saturday afternoon 
at the rooms of the First National 
Bank. There were present Francis G. 
Newlands, the President of the Board 
of Trade; R. L. Fulton, the Manager ; 
Trenmore Coffin, C. T. Bender, M. D. 
Foley, W. E. Sharon, W. O. H. Mar- 
tin, E. C. McClellan, George Russell, 
S. D. King, L. D. Folsom, and Allen 


C. Bragg, the Secretary. 

THE FIRST BUSINESS 
Transacted was the election of R. L. 
Fulton, C.*fW. Irish, H. H. Beck, 
Trenmore Coffin, H. Springmeyer and 
B. Gilman as members of the Board of 
Directors. 

Manager Fulton. then presented the 
copy of a pamphlet that he had pre- 
pared and intended issuing to the 
people of this State, giving a history of 
the organization, together with the 
Constitution and By-Laws, and an 
appeal to the people to aid the Board 
by contributing $5 per year, and in 
forwarding such information as they 


may be possessed of for distribution. 
Three thousand copies of the pamphlet 
were ordered printed, and will be 
generally distributed throughout the 


State. 

A discussion then arose as to the 
probabilities of the General Govern- 
ment making 

IRRIGATION SURVEYS 


In time for the people of this State to 
derive a benefit the coming season, 
owing to a lack of appropriations on 
behalf of the Government, which called 
forth the following resolution : 

THE RESOLUTION. 


Wuereas, During the past. season 
certain surveys have been made within 
the water-sheds of the n 
Truckee rivers under the supervision 
of the Director of the United States 
Geological Surveys, looking to the con- 
serv of waters for the purposes of 
irrigation ; and 

HEREAS, It is believed that the 
lands covering the sites so surveyed 
are for the most part, or, in fact, al- 
most entirely in private ownership, 
and have now to a considerable extent 
been acquired for purposes of water 
storage in the interest of the irrigators 
within these water-sheds; and 

Wuereas, The interests involved 
are of great extent, representing a vast 

ublic necessity which would seem tc 


justify a ition on the part of the 
Gemenineaae Whlesen officers ;.and 

Wauereas, The possession of the in- 
formation acquired by the said Govern- 
ment irrigation surveys would insure 
to the public benefit within these wa- 
ter-sheds if it could be acquired by the 
organized irrigators or by tbis State 
Board of Trade for their benefit ; and 
~ Wuereas, If, as is ordinarily the 
case, it will be some months, probably 
a year or two, before this information 
will be made public through the ordi- 
nary channels of Government printing, 
and that in the meantime the irrigat- 
ors of these valleys, if they move in 
the matter of water storage, will be 
forced to duplicate these surveys; 
therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the President of 
this State Board of Trade be and is 
hereby requested to communicate with 
Major J. W. Powell, Director of the 
United States Geological Surveys, 
transmitting to him a copy of of this 
resolution and requesting that he place 
ai the disposal of this Beard of Trade 
copies of such maps and notes and in- 
formation as have been acquired within 
the water-sheds of the Carson and 
Truckee rivers relative to the sto 
and distribution of water therein, said 
_ information to be used for the public 

benefit of the irrigators dependent 
npon the rivers named for irriga- 

President Newlands then submitted 
the following letter which be wrote to 
Major Powell, Director of the United 
States Geological Survey, touching the 
same subject : | 

MR. NEWLANDS’ LETTER. 
Reno, January 10, 1890. 

Major Powell, Director of the 
United States Geological Survey— 
My Dear Sir: In order to refresh 
your recollection of me personally, [ 
will say that I met you at Carson on 
your visit there this last summer with 
the Senate Committee on Irrigation.

Stewart of Nevada, who is familiar 
with the work we are doing who, 
I am sure, will do all in his power to 
advante the public interests in this 
section by joining in the request I have

“There is also enclosed to you a copy 
of*a resolution adopted by the State 
Board of Trade, which is self-explan- 
atory. The people of this section want 
to do something towards water storage 
during the coming season. We must 
strike while the iron is hot. Hereto- 
fore they have waited, expecting some 
great from the Government in 
this direction, that is to say, in the 
actual construction of reservoirs, but 
they are now informed that such an 
outcome is scarcely among the possi- 
bilities. They have concluded not to 
wait, but move for themselves. 

As to the policy of the Government 
with reference to irrigation organiza- 
tion I think the people here cordially 
approve of your ideas as expounded by 
you in your recent address before the 
New York Chamber of Commerce, and 
I think that the associations which 
we have formed and are forming here 
will come very near the realization of 
your water storage digtrict idea, seelug 
that we propose to organize ing 
to natural drainage districts, to take in 
all interests within each such district 
and centrol the waters for the common, 
. In this regpect it.geems to me 
that the situation ‘here presents an Op- 
portunity for'a practical applicatiep in 
a very material measure-ef your ideas. 
The public interests at etake are 
worthy of recognition at»your hunds, 
and the public pecegsities in such a 
case should be met ‘by the helping 
band of the Government. 

The results of the surveys. and ex- 
aminations relative to irrigation, water 
storage and water supply conducted 
under your direction would be of very 
material value to this public if khown 
to our association. Otherwige we will 
simply be forced te duplicate the Gov- 
ernment work at our own ras, Ba Es 
Some work of this kind»has already 
been done, and more is in ¢»templa- 
tion. So far I have advancéd. the 
moneys necessary to purchase a numMe. 
ber of the reservoir sites at the head- 
waters of the Truckee river, and have 
engaged that I will hold ny purchases 
for the benefit of the people of .Washoe 
county, subject to reimbursement of 
cost and interest. The transfer of the 
properties thus purchased by me to 
the association of irrigateors of which I 
have spoken will be made as soon as 
that association is completely formed. 
I have to ask, therefore, in the name 
of our {state Board of Trade, as in- 
structed by the resulution transmitted, 
and in the name of the irrigators of 
the Truckee anc Carson basins, that 
you eend us, or permit us to acquire, 
copies of such notes, plats, pians and 
estimates, the result of your past sea- 
son’s engineering surveys in this sec- 
tion, as will be of public-use. More- 
over, the personal and professional 
knowledge of the subject and of the 
local situation now had by the super- 
vising engineer of this district; William 
Hammond Hall, by reason of his past 
duty in this connection and of such 
knowledge as will be acquired in fur- 
ther. official duty, would render his ad- 
vice especially advantageous to this 
association and beneficial to the public 
weal. I therefore ask that you give 
Mr. Hall such instructions or permis- 
sion as will direct or allow him to act 
as a general engineering adviser to our 
association in so far as he can do the 
same without interference with his 
duty to the United States Geological 
Survey. Very respectfully yours, 
Francis G. NEWLANDS. 


The question of the United States 
Government 
CEDING ALL VACANT LANDS 


To this State for the creation of an ir- 
rigation fund then came up and the 
following resolution was adopted : 
Resolved, That a committee of 
three be appointed to frame and pre- 
sent a memorial to Congress praying 
the cession to Nevada of all Govern- 
ment lands within its borders to the 
end that Nevada may enter upon stor- 
age and irrigation enterprises for their 
reclamation. 

President Newlands then appointed 


‘the following geutlemen as such com- 
mittee: M. D. Foley, 8. D. King and 


Trenmore Coffin. Subsequently Presi- 
dent Newlands, Manager Fulton and 
Thos. Fitch were added to the com- 
mittee. M. De Foley, W. E. Sharon 
and D. A. Begder were appointed a 
committee to wgit upon ‘the 
“SOUTHERN }PACIFIC COMPANY

What Sclence Knows About the “Motes 


That People the Sunbeam.” | 


Our knowledge in no department of) 
science has made greater strides during) 
| the last few years than in that of’ bac- 


teriology. The existence of organisms 
| far smaller than any thing that the | Average daily 
naked eye can discern was, says Cham- | x 


bers’ Journal, a fact little suspected 


until comparatively recent times; and | 


ever since the microscope first revealed | 
to our eyes the world of ‘‘thé infinitely 
little,” as it has been felicitously 
called, our knowledge of these microscop- 
ic forms of life has gone on increasing. 
These micro-organisms exist in the | 
atmosphere and in water; but itis only | 
within the last few years that we have 
had any means of arriving at an approx; 


imate idea of the extent to which they 


are present in these media. It isin the 


first instance to the brilliant investiga- | 


tions of M. Pasteur that we owe our | 
sons having 


knowledge on this point; and the im- 
portant experiments he -was the first to 
carry out have been developed 
and extended by others. Prof. Tyn-, 
dall has shown that ‘in calm air a 
rapid subsidence of these microbes takes 
place. The distinguished German 
physiologist, Dr. Koch, has devised a 
method by means of which we are 
enabled to form an estimate of the num- 


ber of these micro-organisms present in | 


a measured quantity of either water.or 
The method consists in cultivating 
the germs in a solid ::medium (gelatine 
is most commonly used). Each organism 
thus grows and multiplies on the spot 
where itis planted, as it is prevented | 
The progeny of each 


micro-organism in this way gather 


round the parental home, and we have 


in the course of a short time, instead of 
the single organism, a large colony."

The Food Value of Eggs- 

The food value of eggs, as coinpared 
with.fruits, has been studied by Fresen- 
ius, who, after a long series of analysis, 
states that one ordinary hen’s egg con- 
tains as much nourishment as 17 ounces 
of cherries, 20 ounces of grapes, 24 
ounces of russet apples, 2 pounds goose- 
berries and 4 pounds of pears.

through cotton-wool. The mixture was 
ther admitted into a large glass re- 
ceiver and saturated as above described. 
As the dust-particles were so few, in- 
stead of a fog a small miniature rain 
was formed, and the number of these 
small raindrops falling on a small silver 
mirror was counted, and, by a simple 
calculation, the amount in the quantity 
of air originally admitted thus esti- 
mated. The following are some results 
obtained: It was found that the air out- 
side during rain contained per cubic 
inch 521,000 dust-particles; that during 
fair weather the number present was 
more than four times that amount; 
while inside a room near the ceiling 88,- 
346,000 were counted. The dust-particles 
seem, however, to be most numerous 
near a gas flame, forit was found that 
in a cubic inch of air taken from the im- 
mediate vicinity of a Bunsen flame, the 
colossal number of 489,000,000 were pres- 
ent. In Mr. Aitken’s own words: ‘It 
does seem strange that there may be as 
many dust-particles in one cubic inch of 
the air of a room at night when the gas 
is burning as there are inhabitants of 
Great Britain; and that in three cubic 


inches of the gases from a Bunsen flame - 


there are as many particles as there are 
inhabitants in the world.” 


A Feat in Photography. 

A writer in the British Journa) of 
Photography says: ‘‘One of the most re- 
markable feats of photography on rec- 
ord is the photographing the terrible 
explosion of Antwerp, or, if not the ex- 
plosion, the immense cloud of smoke 
produced at the moment. The current 
number of La Nature gives an_ illustra- 
tion copied from a photograph of the 
huge cloud that shot up in the air, 
roughly in shape like an inverted :Flor- 
ence flask, when the expiosion occurred. 


It has been estimated as being 1,700 or 


1,800 feet across, and, according to, the 
journal quoted, the cloud remained mo- 
tionless for about.a quarter of an hour, 
preserving the form recorded by the 


‘photograph. It seems very remarkable 
' that just at the instant some one should 


have been ready with camera and plate, 
and quick-witted enough, notwithstand- 
ing the shock, to secure the view in 
time.
